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NETWORK HOST STATUS 
This RFC reports on the status of most Network Hosts from January 17 
to January 28. 


Several Hosts are currently excluded from the daily testing. These 
Hosts fall into two categories: 


1) Hosts which are not expected to be functioning on the Network as 
servers (available for use from other sites) on a regular basis 


for at least two weeks. Included here are:
